C. Lincecum and S tate Sanitary En­ 
gineer E. H. Ehlers of Austin spent a 
few hours in the city of Bryan late 
Saturday afternoon.

men were brought to the city by Coun­ 
ty H ealth Officer Dr. R. H. H arrison, 
with reference to the w ater th a t the 
citizenship is now using through the 
city w ater mains. 
It was the purpose 
of Dr. H arrison to have them investi­ 
gate the w ater to see if sam e contain­ 
ed any 
contam ination 
or 
bacteria. 
These gentlem en w ere given sam ples 
of th e water, and 
after 
analyzing 
sam e, announced th at while the two 
shallow wells operated by the 
city 
poured out as fine quality of w ater as 
could be found in the state, the deep 
well which the city is now forced to 
use in connection with 
the 
others, 
produced a m ineral 
w ater 
alm ost 
identically the sam e as the Carlsbad 
well at M ineral W ells. 
These gentle­ 
men said the state could do nothing 
to stop the use of the deep well w ater, 
adding there was positively no dan­ 
ger in the w ater and th at if a dyspep­ 
tic would drink a pint pf this w ater 
from the deep well after each meal he 
would soon cure him self. 
They stated 
further to City Engineer A. S. Adams 
th at the city of Bryan used a delivery 
system for w ater th a t w as second to 
none In Texas.

On Tuesday afternoon at the Meth 
odist church Mrs. W. L. H ickm an, vice j 
president of the W oman’s Synodical j 
of Texas, 
inform ally addressed 
the 
United C hristian W ebers of this city. 
Mrs. H ickm an is president of the City 
Federation of Texarkana, which has 
been organied for a period of four 
years, and her talk consisted m ainly 
of the work done by the organization j 
in th at city. 
She first told the ladies th at t h e ' 
life of the organization depended on 
the fact th at union and fellow ship was 
one of its prim ary objects and that 
broadness and dignity of interdenom ­ 
inational work was only brought about 
through this means. 
The executive board consists of the 
pastors’ wives, and the officers of the 
organization, together with the presi­ 
dents of the church societies, act as 
an advisory board. Open m eetings are 
held tw ice a year and the executive 
board holds an annual m eeting, and 
called m eetings w henever the occa­ 
sion dem ands them , as too m any m eet­ 
ings are not conducive to growth. 
The organization does not endeavor 
to raise money, as the spirit of giving 
is alw ays so great th at the work in 
th at respect has not been encouraged. 
She cited 
several 
instances, which 
w ere interesting as well as helpful, in 
regard to the finances of the organi­ 
zation. 
Mrs. H ickm an was very enthusiastic 
and she rem arked th at they alw ays 
endeavored to do “big things,” and as 
a consequence th eir prestige was as­ 
sured, and some things had been ac­ 
com plished 
by 
them 
which 
oth­ 
erw ise would have been im possible, 
because the organization w as 
inter- 
lenom inational. 
M issionary speakers, all-day m eet­ 
ings at suburban churches, prayer and 
praise services, 
visits 
to 
orphans’ 
homes, m ission study classes in union 
and num erous other 
features 
were 
given as being helpful to the organza- 
Hon. 
Through g reater m issionary infor­ 
m ation, closer fellowship and greater 
understanding and knowledge of the 
work a more universal standpoint Is 
obtained, and as a consequence the 
response is greater on the p art of the 
women. 
Rivalry is not so keen, much 
more interest prevails and unity of 
purpose is param ount. 
Mrs. Hickm an stressed the fact that 
associated charities should be avoid­ 
ed. as the prim ary object was for the 
spread of the gospel. 
However, it is 
necessary to have a charity com m it­ 
tee, which should use discretion as to 
the work done. 
In tgher words, “Puf 
the gospel above bread and m eat.” 
She urged the ladles to come In di 
rect touch with the 
interdenom ina­ 
tional work and if they could not have 
leaders of note to come to them , it 
would be advisable to send a delegate 
to the Interdenom inational 
Training 
School at Denton, so as to learn tile 
best m ethods of directing the work of 
the organization. 
The talk made by 
Mrs. 
Hickman 
was very helpful and the ladles con­ 
sidered them selves fortunate in hav­ 
ing her address them .

Small boys w ith big gunnysacks— 
and some boys who are not sm all— 
are abroad these spicy autum n days 
garnering the harvest 
of 
w alnuts. 
H ands once white, now turned a rich, 
deep, dark brown, 
a tte st th a t the 
woods have not been ranged in vain. 
P resently on roofs of gentle slopes, 
the crop will be laid out to dry. 
It 
is time, therefore, say nut growers, 
to think of planting n u t trees. 
And 
experts of the departm ent of agri­ 
culture echo the suggestion by de­ 
claring th at every farm in the coun­ 
try big enough to support a wood lot 
—or no m ore than a few shade trees 
about the house 
ought to be contrib­ 
uting to some extent to the nation’s 
nut supply. 
In recent years 
hybridizers have 
done much for our native nut-bearing 
trees. 
Crops have been im proved iii 
quality and increased in quantity, and 
a t the sam e tim e, by developing h ar­ 
dier varieties, the trees have been 
made available for territo ry 
where 
before they did not thrive. 
The En­ 
glish w alnut, for example, can now 
be grown in any part of Indiana and 
other N orthern states w ith the prac­ 
tical certainty th at its crop will not 
be adversely affected by the w eather 
conditions. 
Sim ilarly the pecan, thru 


selection and 
breeding, 
has 
come 


northw ard to grow 
vigorously under 
clim atic conditions which form erly it 


could not endure. 
Incidentally, the shell of the hick­ 
ory has become thinner and the nut 


Itself larger, w hile im provem ents with 


our native w alnut, though less m arked 
already give prom ise of substantial 


changes, all for tho better, still to 


come. 
The chestnut has 
been 
In­ 


creased in size and induced to corno 


quickly into bearing, 
and 
varieties 


are now to be had which combine 
these im provem ents w ith a resistance 


th at render it alm ost if not quite im­ 
m une from the disease that has pro­ 
ved so fatal to older sorts. 
In brief, 
nearly every nut grown in America, 
native or 
foreign, 
has 
undergone 
changes at the hands of hybridizers 
th at .have rendered them b etter from 
many points of view. 
These facts, together with the stead­ 
ily increasing dem and 
for nuts of 
every kind, should not be ignored by 
the farm er. 
In odd corners he could 
find, no doubt, m any places w here a 
nut-bearing tree 
could 
be 
grow i. 
H ickory, pecan, w alnut, English w al­ 
nut, chestnut, filberts or h arlen u t—all 
these are available. 
All will repay 
him liberally for planting and culti­ 
vation. T heir crops bring good prices, 
they are easily harvested; they can 
be stored safely and shipped w ithout 
dam age.—Indianapolis News.

The Southern cotton farmer, in de­ 
manding that Congress empower the 
Federal Reserve Board to fix and pro­ 
tect a 12-cent per pound 
minimum 
loan price on cotton, advances no new 
'doctrine in government, for it 
has 
been the policy of this nation ever 
since we have had a nation to protect 
home industries. 
Cotton is our only 
'agricultural product that cannot be 
helped by a protective tariff and must, 
therefore, seek other means of protec­ 
tion. 
A 12-cent minimum loan on cot­ 
ton will give cotton the same protec­ 
tion that the tariff can give to other 
gricultural products.

Plight of the Cotton Farmer. 
The cotton 
producer is the

class of farm er who has always been** 
Compelled to sell what he produced 
*on a free m arket and buy what he \
